On Saturday worning about 7 o’clock 
theschoomer J. F. Tracy, Cap tain- Willi am 
Depew, !a<en with tons of iton ore 
from Ogdtns'iurg fer Cleveland, arrived 
off the harBor. She endeavored to enter, 
but was unable to do so on account of the 
heavy weatbar, the wind blowing almost a 
gale trom the southwest aud the sea run- 
ning high. Her mainsail jib-topsail, and 
flying-jib were split by tbe wind, and ?he 
was ebligetf to come to anchor, about two 
miles trom the shore, and three miles dov*n 
the lake trom the haroor. Signals were 
made for assistance, and abcot b o’clock ir. 
the afternoon the tugs Levi Johnson and 
T. W. Notter, notwithstanding the heavy 
sea, west to her relief The courageous 
little steamers were frequently sub- 
merged; the waves rolled over them from 
stem to stern, and it was with the utmost 
difficulty that their crews could prevent 
tliemselvc3 from being washed overboard, 
dhey made fast to die Tracy, however, 
and tried t» tow her in, but the Notter 
almost filled with water, nearly extin- 
guishing her tires, aud she was obliged to 
cast off and return. The Johnson re- 
mained and made every effort to bring i 
the schooner in, but her power was insuf- 
ticient to make any headway against 
the wind. She was obliged to abandon 
her, the Tracy again cast anchor. About 
four o’clock P. if, the E. M. Peck, a much 
larger and more powerful tug than the 
others, went out and succeeded in towing J 
her to the mouth of the harbor, when a 
heavy sea struck the vessel and the line 
parted. Both anchors were immediately 
let go. and as soon as possible the Johnson 
and Peck both went to her Assistance. 
They made fast to her and she was coming 
in finely, when the liue snapped a second 
time and the anchors were again dropped. ' 
It was now after dark, and it seemed im- 
possible for the tugs to do anything more. 
The schooner soon commenced dragging 
her anchors, and although the entire 
length of chain was payed out, she still 
dragged, and about eleven o’clock went 
against the Pittsburg pier. She was made j 
fast by means of lines, which was all that 
could be done in the emergency, although 
it was expected that she would be broken 
to pieces before morning. The crew went 
ashore, but the Captain remained on 1 
board until about three o'clock in the ! 
morning, when, the sea having partially 
gone down, the tug Levi Johnson went 
out and succeeded in towing her into port. 
Her boat, was crushed, davits carried 
awuy, main boom broken and small an- 
chor lost, but aside from these she did not | 
sustain material injury. It seems%lmost 
miraculous, however, that she was not ut- j 
terly wrecked. The captain and crew did 
all in their power to prevent disaster, and j 
they were truly fortunate in escaping as , 
well as they did. Great praise is due to 
the captain, and also to the officers of the 
tup for their efforts to save the vessel. 

The schooner I. W. Nicholas, Captain 
V*'m. Young, from Buffalo with a cargo of 
2,150'barrels salt, two anchors, aud 3J0 
fathoms cable chains, arrived off the har- 
bor about ten o’clock, A. M., Saturday 
morning. The tug Ajax went to her as- 
sistance hut could not tow her agaiust the 
heavy wind, and she cast anchor about 
four miles from shore, the tug returning ' 
to port half full of water. The anchor of 
the Nicholas, weighing 1,900 pounds, with ! 
145 fathoms of chain, held her in safety, 
and she rode out the storm through the i 
day and night. She was towed in at ten ! 
o’clock yesterday morning without injury, j 
The officers and crew, consisting of ten 
men, suffered through the night, as it was 
intensely cold and the waves swept over 
the entire length of the vessel. It required 
five hours of hand labor to heave up the 
anchor on Sunday morning. The Nicho- 
las is owned in Vermillion, at which port 
she will lie up for the winter. 

Cisliop Hopkins'* Account of 
Afl'uii.* in the South. 

[From the Church Journal, Nov. .TO.* 

The Presiding Bishop’s tour to - Louisi- 1 
ana and Kentucky was of more than I 
common importance in many points of 
view. It was the first time that any Pre- 
siding Bishop had been requested to trav- 
el to such great distances m the personal 
performance of his duty as Consecrator; 
and in both cases there was an earnest re- 
quest for his presence both from the Bish- 
op elect and from the standing committee 
ot the diocese. Then, again, it was the 
first visit of any of our bishops, since the 
war, to any of the Gulf dioceses, and 
might thug be well regarded as tbe visible 
realization of the restored union of the 
Church. It was received with the most 
generous warmth, and with an overflowing 
cordiality which touched him deeply, but 
the details of which it would hardly be in 

f ood taste to spread beforg the public. 

Iverywhere churchmen seem disposed to 
thank God and take courage, and are 1 
awake to the glorious opportunity of the 
Church, now so visible to all sides. 

The one great drawback is the want of 
means and men. The failure of both tbe 
corn and cotton crops through large re- 
gions of the South makes the pecuniary 
prostration deeper than ever. Wide fields 
of blighted corn and stunted and dried-up 
cotton meet the eye on every side. Here 
and there were ruins of the war — low 
brick pillars on which extensive buildings 
once rested, which have left only a few 
chaired fragments behind. Jackson, Mis- 
sissippi, is partly yet a mass of ruins, and 
the church site stands empty of all but 
grass and the old rusty iron furnace stand- 
ing out alone in the weather. We heard 
not a disloyal word from a white man, and 
not a disrespectful word from a colored 
man, during the whole trip: and the city 
of New Orleans is so quiet and orderly 
that ladies of tlie highest standing walk 
alone in the streets after dark without es- 
cort. • But everywhere the greatest exer- 
tions ar# being made to repair the ravages 
of war, and restore the interrupted indus- 
tries of peace; and every passing day 
helps the good work. We earnestly beg 
all our friends everywhere to respond with 
all the ability in their power to every ap- 
peal from the South and the Southwest, j 
and that not for spiritual needs only. 
Famine seriously threatens large portions 
of the South, and organizations are already 
being formed in Louisville for its relief. 

Bishop J. P. B. Wiluier begins his work 
in Louisiana, with the hearts of all rally- | 
ing round him in entire unity ami devotion. 
And the same is the case with Bishop 
Cummins in Kentucky. Until the end of 
December, indeed, he will not say farewell 
to his attached and generous congregation 
in Chicago. But his trauk, genial man- 
ners. his high ability, and his devoted 
spirit have always made a powerful im- 
pression upon the good people of Ken- 
tucky. It is generally anticipated that 
Bishop Smith — whose increasing infirmi- 
ties compel a resort to his native air of 
New England — will for the most part re- 
side hereafter in New Haven where he 
has chiefly lived for the past yearormore, 
with no slight benefit to his shattered 
strength. 

The friends of the presiding bishop will 
be glad to learn that, though on the train 
of the New-York Central Railroad which 
was thrown from the track at 2 V o’clock in 
the morning of Wednesday last, he es- 
caped entirely uninjured, anil ou the fol- 
lowing day arrived safely at his home.

Death of “Peg-Lei;” Smith. — The San 1 
Francisco Morning Call announces the 
death in that citj of a noted mountain 
character, Thos. L. Smith, of whose won- | 
drous exploits on the plains we have often 
heard. He was a Kentuckian born, and 
nearly seventy years of age when he gave 
in his check. The Call says of him: 

In early life he became a member of the 
American Fur Company, and for nearly 
thirty years trapped beaver, hunted buffa- 
lo, and fought Indians on the frontier and 
in the fastnesses of the Rocky Mountains. 
While leading the life of a mountaineer, 
he visited nearly every portion of the 
country lying between the Mississippi 
River and the Pacific Ocean, and the Red 
River of the North and Mexico on the 
South. He acquired the language of the 
Pawnees, Sioux, Shoshones, I'tahs, Pah- 
vans, Crows, Blackfeet, Navajos, and oth- 
er tribes, and became a chief in the Utah 
tribe. In 1S27, while trapping on the 
headwaters of tbe North Platte, in com- 
pany with four companions, his party was 
attacked by a band of roving Indians. 
During the battle that followed, Smith was 
shot in the leg, the bones of which were 
shattered so badly that Smith became 
satisfied that he would die unless the leg 
was amputated. As none of his compan- 
ions had the courage necessary to under- 
take the job, Smith performed the ampu- 
tation himself. As wonderful as it may 
appear to the professional reader, s 

leg healed, and formed a very good stuuip 
It was this fact that gave him tha name of 
Peg-leg Smith. Jn 1?:»0 he visited t’aiifor- j 
nia for the first time, and was so pleased 
with the climate that he returned here 
shortly after the country came into the 
possession of the United States. Four or 
five years ago Peg-leg was a habitue of 
Montgomery street, and was always to he 
found at the “Old Corner." About three 
years ago he began to decline, and was 
finally compelled to take up his abode in 
the City Hospital, where he lingered until 
he died from old age.

There is a rumor in the official world 
that the Pope will issno another encycli- 1 
cal to all the Catholic bishops aud faith- 
ful throughout the world, cnlling atten- 
tion to the territorial difficulties of Italy, 
as the allocution of yesterday treats of 
her religious difficulties. The Holy 
Father is resolute in holding that the ex- 
ecution of the agreement of the Conven- 
tion of September will place him in an 
untenable situation, and claims the inter- 
vention of all Catholic powers in support 
of the temporal sovereignty of the Roman 

f ontiffs. 'The threatened departure of the 
’ope has alarmed the French Ambassa- 
dor; he is uneasy also about the move- 
ments of Mr. Gladstone, who has already 
had two interviews with the Holy Father 
and visited many of the cardinals. Yes- 
terday the Pope received Mrs. Gladstone, 
who was accompanied by her children. 
It is said at the Vatican that Mr. Glad- 
stone told the Holy Father there 
were but two courses open to him; 
he must either come to an arrangement 
with Italy, or leave Rome, and in the latter 
case he would nowhere be more independ- 
ent than in Malta. Mr. Gladstone, at the 
same time, presented His Uolicesa with a 
plan of the palace of the Grand Master at 
Valetta, remarking that it would afford 
him a very convenient residence. The 
Pope's threat of departure may, after all, 
be only used to induce the French to pro- 
long their occupation. Certainly his Holi- 
ness ha* been wavering since the consisto- 
ry, and has even allowed a high personage 
to write to Florence to intimate that he 
might he disposed to renew negotiations if 
the Italian Government senthim an honest 
man. It must be borne in mind that allo- 
cutions and even encyclicals are not so 
often a reflection of the Pope s own senti- 
ments as they are those of the dominant 
party of the court. A portion of the Sa- 
cred College is very dissatisfied with the 
allocations of ye.terday. Some of the 
cardinals left the Vatican with looks be- 
tokening disappointment, while others, 
who knew what was to be said, took care 
not to he present at the consistory. But 
there can be no doubt of the spirit in 
which the Pope delivered the allocution 
on Poland, as he immediately said: "I 

feel myself relieved; it seems as if a load 
liad been taken from breast. 

A Ccbioi's Ixyeytiox. — The Union 
Medicale-, a French journal, publish • a 
paper by Dr. Dufl'ay, on a curious and 
useful invention, due to the ingenuity of a 
celebrated exconjuror, M. Robert Houdin. 
The object is to give the alarm of fire at 
the very commencement of the threatened 
catastrophe, and the following description 
will show how this is accomplished: Sup- 
pose a copper lamina and a steel one to 
be soldered together by their surfaces, so 
as to form a single blade, copper on one 
side and steel on the other. Let it be fixed 
vertically, by oue of its extremities, to a 
board, without, however, quite touching 
it, in order to avoid all friction. The ar- 
rangement will l>e best understood by sup- 
posing a knife to be brought close to the 
hoard as if with the intention of cutting 
it through. Now suppose a metal knob to 
he fixed on the board, on the steel side of 
tlie blade, and at a short distance from it. 
This knob is connected with one of the 
poles of a voltaic battery, the other pole 
of which communicates with the strew 
which secures the fixed extremity of the 
blade, and with one of those bells or 
alarms which we see used in the telegraph 
offices to prepare the clerks for the recep- 
tion of a message. Now let the blade be 
warmed; as the dilation of copper by heat 
is greater than that of steel, it follows that 
the blade will be bent, tbe concave side 
being the steel one; and if the heat ap- 
plied be sufficient, a contact will be effect- 
ed between the blade and the knob. No 
sooner does this take place than the bell 
begins to ring, and continues doing so 
until the contact is interrupted. A very 
small degree of heat will be sufficient to 
produce the requisite curvature of the 
blade; even a burning cigar will do so at a 
distance of about three inches. This fa- 
cility might in many cases prove rather 
a drawback, were it not that the sensitive- 
ness of the apparatus may be diminished 
at pleasure by increasing the distance of 
the knob from the blade.

Death of a Cixcibkati Jocrkalist 
The telegraph has announced the death 
of Mr. James Locke, for many years an 
attache of the Cincinnati Gazette. The 
CoBiMercial thus feelingly speaks of him 

Mr Locke was the second son of the 
late Professor John Locke, of this city, 
whom he grestly resembled in mind and 
character, but unlike bis father, set little 
value upon mental attainments except as 
necessity impelled orinclination prompted. 

He was educated at St. Xavier College, 
where be won the highest class honors, 
bat did wot graduate, either from disin- 
clination for mere intellectual contest or 
disregard for the ephemeral distinction 
which collegiate diploma can only give. 
As a philologist Mr. Locke had few equals 
outside the pale of professional scholar- 
ship. and he was distinguished among his 
friends for a refined taste for the tine arts, 
which he cnlti rated con amort 

Of a free and generous nature, malice 
had no place in his heart, and to do good 
was not only the creed but the practice of 
hie life His disposition was amiable and 
his temper mild. Upright and honorable 
in all his dealings he won the confidence 
and esteem of all with whom his profes- 
sion as a journalist brought him iu con- 
tact, and few there are who knew him that 
trill not miss his pleasant face and the 
kindly kindling of his friendly eyes
